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| ADJUTANT GENERAL'S REPORT: 


THE business of this office during the past year has been of the usual 
character. 

The correspondence of the office, though much less than in former 
years, is still considerable ; 'consisting in letters of inquiry from different 
departments of the General Government, in relation to matters involving 
the interests of the government, and of citizens of our-State, or of soldiers 
connected with our service in the war for the suppression of the late 
rebellion, from claim agents, and citizens and soldiers who are prosecut- 
ing claims against the ‘government, or applying for pensions; from sol- 
diers, and the friends of deceased soldiers, asking for medals; and from 
persons who are prosecuting claims before the Board of Military Claims. 
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SOLDIERS’ MEDALS. 


СЕ 


This office is still encumbered with a large number of medals, prepared 
at the expense of the State, for the honorably discharged soldiers of the 
West Virginia service ; and cannot be got rid of for the want of a knowl- 
edge of the post office address of their proper claimants. Early in the 
present year I prepared circulars, and distributed as widely as possible in 
every county in the State, asking for the names and address of all soldiers 
entitled to medals who had not received them ; but have not, in response, 
received the names of over two hundred. I conclude that a large por- 
tion of our honorably discharged soldiers are quite indifferent as to their 
possession ; and that thousands of these medals must remain in the office, 
to testify to an ill-advised effort on the part of our law makers in the 
past, to give expression to their patriotic and grateful feelings toward a 
class of men who are worthy of all gratitude and praise—our citizen 
soldiers. 


THE MILITIA. , 
^ Аз the law made it my duty, I had blank rolls prepared for the use of 


the assessors, in enrolling the militia of the State, under the provisions . 


of chapter 19 of the Code. 

These rolls have been returned properly filled up by most of the asses-” 
sors of the State. No returns have as yet been received from nine coun- 
` ties; and but partial returns from nine other counties. The counties, 
and parts of counties from which rolls have been received, show an ag- 
gregate of four hundred and seventy-two “ not citizens;" two thousand 


я 
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one hundred and thirty-eight “ citizens who claim to be exempt from all 
military duty;” twelve hundred and seventy-two “ citizens who claim to 
be exempt from all ordinary military duty,” and forty-three thousand 
two hundred and forty-nine “who are liable to military duty, having 
reference to the first of April,’ making a grand total of forty-seven 
thousand one hundred and thirty-one. The counties and parts of coun- 
ties to be heard from will swell this grand ageregate to at least sixty-five 
thousand. 
The law of the Code prescribes the manner of the organization of the 
militia of the State; and requires three days duty in each year from all 
persons liable for duty. 
The want of complete returns has rendered the bee of the 
militia impossible thus far. This is the less to be regretted, inasmuch as 
the requirement of duty would be of no practical advantage; whilst it 
would impose a tax annually on the time of those liable for duty, in the 
aggregate equivalent in money value, to at least one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 
In my last report I urged at some length the importancé of such a 
modification of the militia laws of the State, as to provide merely for the 
enrollment of the militia annually by the assessors, dispensing with the 
requisition for service im time of peace; but in lieu thereof, imposing, аз 
the price of exemption, a tax of one dollar annually upon all persons 
liable to do даѓу; and also to give such encouragement to Ше organiza- 
tion of volunteer companies as would secure an adequate force to meet 
any emergency that might arise requiring the use of the military arm; 
requiring, at the same time, such an amount of duty from these as would 
secure a resonable degree of efficiency. The exemption tax would yield a 
revenue at once of at least fifty thousand dollars, and would annually in- 
crease, According to the provisions of the Constitution this would go into 
the Permanent School Fund and tend to its rapid increase. When it is 
considered that just in proportion to the enlargement of this fund the 
necessity for taxation for school purposes will be diminished ; and further, 
that this increase of the Permanent Fund would come principally from 
that portion of our people who are most interested in the maintenance of 
our publie schools, it would seem that no solid objection could be urged 
against the plan proposed. 
It has, indeed, been urged by some that this tax would be unconstitu- 
tional, but-I am satisfied, after a careful examination of the subject, that 
this view cannot be maintained; but that on the contrary our Constitu- 
tion.contemplates this tax, inasmuch as it prescribes that all moneys ac- 
“cruing to the State as the price of exemption from military duty, shall 
be credited to the Irreducible School Fund. - 

- I am also sustained in this opinion by a number of the oldest and 
ablest lawyers in the State, who have been kind enough to favor me with 
iheir views on this question. 
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I had, after an examination of the militia laws of several-of the leading 
States of the Union, prepared a bill, designed as a substitute for Chapter 
| 19 of the Code, in which I had incorporated the alterations recom- 

mended for the consideration of the last, Legislature. This bill passed 
the Senate with some modifications, but was not reached by the House. 

Т would earnestly recommend that the Legislature at its next session 
shall revive this bill and consider it in its unmodified form. It isa 
compilation from the laws now in force in several of the States, embra- 
cing such portions as seemed to me to be applicable and necessary, in 
connection with the ideas herein embraced, and would furnish all the 
law really necessary on the subject, in a much smaller compass and con- 
cise form than the present m.litia law of the State. 
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SOLDIERS' RECORD. 


The great work of the office during the present year, has been the com- 
pletion of the records of our service during the war for the suppression 
of the late rebellion. This has been a work of great labor, and has re- 

.quired more than three years for its completion. At the date of my last 
report, this work had progressed nearly as far as we were able to carry 
it from the rolls on file in this office. 

A large number of the muster-in and muster-out rolls were never fur- 
nished to the Adjutant General of the State, hence our record was neces- 
sarily left very incomplete. In order to its completion, it was necessary 
to obtain the information contained in the missing rolls, which were only 
to be found in the War Department at Washington. 

After making two trips to Washington, the latter in company with the 
governor, permission was finally obtained, and the necessary arrange- 
ments made for the completion of the work, and in pursuance of these 
arrangements, I sent my very able and efficient clerk, Mr. Jas. M. 
Ewing, јг., to Washington about the first of July, where he prosecuted his 


labors with great assiduity and faithfulness, for nearly six months. He | 


is able now to present the work to me in as nearly a complete state as is 
possible without incurring a greater expense, than the end would justify. 
In this record, as it now stands, will be found the complete military his- 
tory of every soldier who at any time during the war for the suppression 
of the late rebellion, belonged ‘to any of our organizations, with a very 
few exceptions. 

It is a work of which the State may well be proud, on account of the 
matter contained iu its pages. Any merit that may be found in the exe- 
cution of the work is due to the clerical ability of Mr. Ewing, who has 
had charge of it from the beginning. I feel sure, from the knowledge I 
have on the subject, that no State can present a more perfect record of 
its service. I hope it may be your pleasure to recommend to the next 
NE its publication. 
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This work being finished, the only business of this office under the 
present law will consist in answering letters of inquiry, and superintend- 
ing the enrollment and organization of the militia. I would, therefore, 
venture to suggest, that the duties of the Adjutant General, might be 
assigned to one of the officers of State; either the Secretary or Treasurer. 
Its duties could thus be discharged at a much smaller cost to the State, 
and no doubt quite as satisfactorily as if it were kept up ав а separate 
department. . 

I would respectfully call the attention of your excellency to the fact, 
that the law imposes theduty on the assessors of enrolling the militia, 
prescribing the amount of their compensation for the same, to be provided 
for by legislative appropriation. This appropriation was overlooked by 
the last legislature; hence І have been unable to pay the assessors for the 
performance of this duty. 

Their accounts will be made up before the next meeting of the legisla- 
ture, and I hope it will be your pleasure to call attention to the 
necessity of an early appropriation to meet this obligation of the State. 


EXPENSES OF THE OFFICE. 


The sum appropriated by the last legislature to defray the contingent 
expenses of this office proved entirely insufficient, on account of the in- 
crease of its contingent expenses, growing out of the enrollment of the 
militia, and the expense of two trips made by myself to Washington, on 
business connected with my office, and the necessary traveling expenses 
of my clerk in going to and coming from Washington, in the discharge 
of his duties; and also for the expenses of transporting the record books 
to and from the National Capital, for their compilation. The amount 
appropriated for clerk hire, both for the last and the present year, was 
insufficient. “Lastjyear for reasons explained in my last report ; and this 
year, from the necessity of employing the office elerk for so long a time 
in Washington, rendering it necessary to increase his compensation to 
one hundred and fifty dollars a month, during that time. For these 
reasons, these two appropriations fell short of meeting the demands of 
the office by the sum of seven hundred and two dollars and seventy two 
cents, for which vouchers are on file in this office. By the advice and 
consent of your excellency, this deficency was met by drawing on a 
surplus in the appropriations of '67 and ’68, for the payment of certain 
military claims. These appropriations were made from money derived 
from the general government to reimburse the State for military expenses, 
and being in excess, seemed to be the proper source from whieh to 
suppliment these deficiencies,
